The Good Work. 

Although without tho power to di- 
vine Exocntivo secrets, we havo reason 
to believe that the good work of adopt- 
ing the Civil List to tho ability and 
necessities of iho country goes bravoly 
forward. Hia Excellency Governor 
MuBgravo came to tho colony with a 
carte Uanclie—iuM. powor to uso the 
pruning-knifo of rotronchraont at dis- 
cretion. Tbero can bo little doubt thai 
his prodoocBsor was invested with a siurf 
ilar power; but, unfortunately for the 
country, he lacked tho nerve to haudlo 
the knife. As our readers bavo been 
quite prepared to expect, retrenchment 
will bo attained moro by an amalgama- 
tion of offioos or departments than by a 
reduction of salaries. Few of the offi- 
cial salaries are really too high. The 
people have no desire to have their af- 
faire managed by undorpaid officials. 
Pay them well, and work thorn well. 
Pay them well, and have lower of them. 
It is not our presout intention to go over 
tho well beaten ground of rotrenchmont. 
It is not necossary that wo should. 
Enough has already been written; and 
the Governor has doubtless mad*> himself 
familiar with the popular view, as ex- 
pressed through the press. It will not 
be consideredgout of place, however, to 
remark that His Excellency appears to 
have hit the true lino in more thun one 
instance. There was, perhaps, no great- 
er extravagance than that of maintaining 
the class of officers known as Stipendi- 
ary Magistrates, so long attortho condi- 
tion of tho country rendered thorn an 
expensive and useless ornament. With a 
proper reconstruction of tho Judiciary, 
thero is probably not n single commu- 
nity out of Victoria that really requires 
the presence of such an officer. The 
sizo of this community, and tho large 
commercial and maritime interests rep- 
resented therein undoubtedly render 
necesBary tho constant presencu cf a 
Stipendiary or Poiico Magistrate; and 
it is satisfactory to know that Yictoriu 
possesses an efficient officer in that ca- 
pacity. But the timo has come whon 
a system of honorary J usticos of tho 
Peace should take tho placo of that of 
Stipendiary Magistrates in all tho 
country districts. It is with no little 
satisfaction, therefore, that we hoar it 
intimated that this is ono of the changes 
now in progress — that tbreo Justices of 
the Peace are to be appointed in oach 
district. Of course everyone will bo 
ready to ask, 'What about the Judici- 
ary V Aye, euro enough ; what about 
it ? Has the Governor power to grap- 
ple with this great, great grievance ? 
Has he the nerve to put an end to tho 
judioial monstrosity of two Chief Jus- 
tices, each supromo and alono i tl his 
own section, "and each administering 
under a distinct judicial system, with all 
the endless train of complications, con- 
fliotions, imperfections, delays , expenses, 
and hinderancos to the attainment or 
juBtico ? His Excellency has tho ad- 
vantage of a legal training, and will, 
therefore, tho more readily realize the 
measure of this griovanco. Ho will do 
much towards securing tho confidence 
and earning tho gratitude of tho people 
if he succeeds iu removing it. Upon 
thegenornl subject of retrenchment it is 
enough to say that tho colony has been 
over-governed,— well nigh governed oil 
the face of the earth. It has for the 
most part had three officials to do the 
work of one. Consequently everything 
has gone wrong. The colony has come 
to bo regardod' in the light of a Crown 
preserve for Downing-Street patronage, 
and its affairs have been in roulity liii* 
ministorod more in tho interest of the 
officials than that of tho pooplo. The 
motto 'The country for tho people' has 
been completely reversed, and made to 
road 'Tho country for tho Government.' 
Tho result of heavy taxation has been 
almost entirely absorbed by a bloated 
Civil List, leaving little or nothing for 
much uocdod and highly reproductive 
publie enterprises ; and it is scarcely 
Surprising that, under sucb a condition 
of affaire, tho tender plant of _ public 
confidence has withered, population lias 
dwindled down, commerce has pined 
away to a moro skeleton of Us former 
self, and industry drags on With a lag- 
gard, bositating, uncertain, shuffling 
gait. What is most wanted is a cheap 
and vigorous K ovemment. The people 
want rest from ovor-govornmont and a 
littlo Bparo roveuuo to open up the 
country and facilitate tho introduction 
of fresh muscle, fresh capital. Tho} 
want better government :md less of it. 
Tho pooplo do not expect tho Governor 
to work miracles j yet they expect him 
to do a great deal towards relieving this 
young colony from tho intolorablo bur- 
den which is crushing out its energies 
and preventing its growth und develop- 
ment. Few Governors have had pre- 
Dontsd to thorn a conditioa of things 
better calculated to bring out the high- 
est admiuistrativo qualities ; and wo 
aro greatly ruintakoii if tho presout 
bead of tho Executive does not prove 
himself to bo pmeminoutly tho man lor 
tho trying exigency 



Canadian Mail Summary. 

Canadian filos are to the 9th instant. 
The result of the jSewfoundland elec- 
tions has boon anticipated by telegraph. 
Tho now House of Assembly will stand 
2l Antis to 9 Confods. It will moet 
in the last week of January, when of 
courso, the presout Govornmeut will 
resign. Tho loading mombers of tho 
new Government will doubtless bo tho 
Anti-Confederation loaders, Mr. Ken- 
ouf will bo Premier, and will probably 
bo Colonial Secretary. Mr f Little, an 
avowed Annexationist, will bo Attorney 
General. Both aro Roman Catholics, 
Mr. Glen, who has always acted with 
tho Catholics, will bo Koceiver-General. 
Other offices will doubtless be filled up 
by tho frieuds of theso tbreo. An effort 
is being mado to unseat Cartor and 
Evans, two Confederate mombers, and 
should it prove successful tho Confed- 
eration cause will be left with only seven 
members iu a House of thirty I Sovo- 
ral causes operated to bring about this 
disastrous result. Messrs. Bennet and 
Grieve, having enormous mineral land 
interests which they concoivo would 
bo jeopardized under Confederation, 
wero no small' powor in thomselvos- 
Those men, and others acting with 
them from a variety of motivos, suc- 
ceeded in working upon tho ignoranco 
of the common people to a marvollous 
extent. Canada was represented as bank- 
rupt, and Confederation meant to sell 
thoir country, and como under taxation 
and laws the most odious. Tho Caua* 
diana would tax their windows, poultry, 
pigs, mid babies— drag their lathers 
and sons to the shambles, crush them 
under tho iron heel of tyranny — violate 
and outrage thoir mothers and sisters ! 
Such is a moro sample of the stuff with 
which an ignorant and superstitious people 
permitted themselves to bo crammod 
by a fowclovor and unscrupulous indi- 
viduals having a personal interest in do* 
feating uniou. The meeting of tho now 
J louse and tho declaration of tho polioy 
of tho new administration will bo anti- 
cipated with no little interest. Inspect- 
ing tho Ued River difficulty tho Ottawa 
Citizen ottho 9tb Dec. sayB : 

'Affairs at lied Iiiver aro quietly as- 
suming a satihfnctory state. Tho Eng- 
lish und Scotch pari of the population 
aro thoroughly disgusted with tho ac- 
tion ol tho Froucu ualf-broeda, and are 
prepared to support tho authority of 
Mr McDougall, as soon as bo assumes 
the govornmeut of the torritory. Tho 
French half-breeds thomselvos have 
como to realize that tho position of 
hostility which thoy had assumed wa-i 
unwarranted and untenable, and havo 
for the most part dispersed to thoir 
seforal occupations. The strong proba- 
bility, therefore, indeed wo might say 
tho certainty, is that when tho procla- 
mation issues for tho assumption by 
Canada of the government of the North- 
west, Mr McDougall will bo received 
by tho people of tho territory witn al- 
most unanimous good will. At loast 
all open opposition will have disappear- 
ed, and il is quite certain that his firm, 
just and liberal administration will do 
a^ay with whatever prejudice may 
have been excited. Tho cautious and 
conciliatory measures, adoptod by tho 
government, have so far provod effec- 
tive VeuA «if, likely to be crowned with 
lull Huccess. 'i'tie n~». nn B,w Company 
havo felt it thoir duty to a" =^. ;„ re _ 
ptoring order, and to this end have 
ordered Mr Smith, their agent at Mon- 
treal, to proceed to Fort Garry to assist 
Governor McTnvish, who is disabled by 
illness for the peiformance of his duties. 
It will, we presume, be his duty, in 
conjunction with Governor McTaviuh, 
to hand over the torritory to Lieut, - 
Gov. MoDougall, who will certainly 
receive tho utmost support that the Do- 
minion Government can give him * 

The Grand Vicar Thibault and Lieut- 
Col de Salabery left Ottawa on the 8th 
pec lor Red Iiiver, Mr Thibault re- 
ceived lengthy instructions iu writing 
irom tho Government. Priuco Arthur 
attended tho anniversary meeting cf 
St. Andrew's Society, Montroal. A 
soldier at Halifax died from being gag- 
ged and otuorw^o brutally treated in 
the guard-room cell, by a sergeant, a 
corporal and two privates on duty. 
He had been arrested tor drur:konncss. 
Tho circumstance caused much iudigna- 
tion. Tho lour parties wore handed 
over to the civil authorities and lodu,od 
in jail to awuit trial. Tho North Ren- 
frew election resulted in tho olection of 
Mr. Deacon to the Ontario Legislature, 
against Mr. Murray, tho Government 
candidate.

The Great News from Peace River ! 

ANOTHER CARIBOO OPENING OUT! 

The following extract, which wo liavo 
been permitted to make from a privato let- 
fyt from Peace River received at Quob- 
nelmouiu on the 8th iuat, will be found in- 
teresting : 

Bnokloy arrived Iron) Stuart's Lnkjethis 
morning. He reports more snow at Quus- 
rjello ttmo oDywhore botween li^re and 
Stuart'n Lake. Fred Black ami McMillan 
caught Buckley and l\une about 100 miles 
from bare and they all got to Smait's Lake 
together. Kane left Stuart'a Lake a day aud 
a half ahead of Black, but a heavy storm 
compelled him to lay to. Mack und Hum- 
phrey will boat him to the Buckley House, 
as they went in a small canoe and Kane bad 
a large heavy boat. 

Chapman, on his return to Fort St. J ames, 
told Ogden his party »veraged two ounces to 
the man, and Mike ByrneB and Valtell re- 
ported the b me from tbeir party. Ho had 
prospected the creek for 3 miles and always 
got about ibe earne prospect. The upper 
end ol the oreek is more ooniinod and bed 
rock deeper, and be thinks tho pay is betier. 
The creek is about 5 miloa long. Tho 
Chapman crowd recorded discovery claims 
on the creek which they worked laat sum- 
mer. But Mike Byrnes refused to record 
clainiB on i», and said be had a better creok 
is worki hut bo and Vuttell aro the only 
ones who know wbero it in. They reluso to 
divulgo this while Kane's party aie there.
